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Rainbow Fright 

Residents in irvine’s Orangetree neighborhood complain about ‘fag flag’ flying over home

I rvine’s Orangetree neighborhood is 
a Don Bren wet dream: beige-ish, 
single-family homes set on maze¬ 
like streets kept spic-and-span by an 
HOA, with the biggest controversy 
usually being how much more tran¬ 
quil the sleepy place can get. At least, 
that was until Dr. Mary Pham added 
color by hanging an LGBT Pride Flag 
prominently above her two-story house 
in early June. And that’s all that was 
needed to turn life in the area into yet 
another B/ue Ve/vet-esque tale of subur¬ 
bia’s seedy underside, unmasked. 

“Within a month of hanging [the flag], 
someone sent an email to the homeown¬ 
ers’ association complaining about a ‘fag 
flag,”’ Pham says. “They said that it was ‘an 
eyesore,’ but it’s a rainbow. It’s beautiful.” 

The flag has made Pham a target, 
drawing angry emails and threatening 
notes, which are taped to her door and 
left under the windshield wipers of her 
housemate’s car. But rather than back 
down, the attention has only strength¬ 
ened Pham’s resolve. 

“I’m angry that these adults feel this 
way,” she says. “Okay, they hate me; 
that’s flne. But to hate an entire group? 
That’s wrong. The way these people are 
thinking, they’re in the Stone Age.” 

Pham’s not a complete stranger to the 
spotlight. A Vietnamese American chi¬ 
ropractic doctor who came to the United 
States following the fall of Saigon, Pham 
has three (mostly) adult children and 
used to host a daytime talk-radio pro¬ 
gram on KUCI-FM 88.9 that attempted 
to shatter stereotypes about living 
behind the Orange Curtain. In a June 
2012 edition of her show, Pham said that, 
though she often does not speak highly 
of Irvine, it was ultimately “a pretty good 
place to live.” 

She first flew the flag following a 
ceremony with friends in June. “It took 
me a long time to And my flag to hang, 
so when I did, [my friend] Ramon and I 
decided that we should do a fun ceremo¬ 
nial event,” she says. “Most of my friends 
here in Orange County rent rooms, so 
they do not have the luxury of hanging 
anything.... We all decided that [my 
flag] was pride for all of us—that’s why 
it was a big event. We invited all of our 
friends of all colors to come to share.” 

The flag prominently hung from one 
of the tallest structures in Orangetree. It 
immediately drew attention, with initial 
complaints first directed to the neighbor¬ 
hood’s property-management company, 
PowerStone Property Management. 

“On a separate matter, have HOA 
members contacted PowerStone re: 
Kurt’s [Killian, Pham’s housemate] ‘Fag 
Flag?”’ reads a June 4 email obtained 
by the Weekly sent by a resident. “Is the 
GAY PRIDE [capitalized and in rainbow 


colors] display protected by free speech 
rights? The Orangetree Patio Homes 
neighbors are shaking their heads in 
disgust. Sexuality is private, and Kurt’s 
display is very, very public. It’s even vis¬ 
ible from the tennis courts.” 

The reply from community manager 
Amanda McGinley reads, “We have not 
had any calls yet about the flag on the 
home.... But I did see it on the property 
inspection and contacted legal counsel 
to see if the HOA can do anything about 
it. Civil Code does provide protection for 
homeowners to put up flags, banners and 
noncommercial signs, and the Associa¬ 
tion can do nothing to prohibit it. I have 
a feeling that this will not last long, but I 
could be wrong.” 

McGinley was wrong. Pham continued 
to fly the flag, drawing more complaints 
and the ire of more Irvinites. Dave 
Adams, the board president of Orangetree’s 
HOA, added a discussion about the hang¬ 
ing of flags to the July meeting agenda, 
according to Killian. 

“[The residents]... have had their 
‘gay pride’ flag up for six to eight weeks,” 
reads another resident’s email, dated 
July 11. “The flag has two wedding rings 
interlocked and many rainbow-colored 
stripes. It is an eyesore. 

“In my opinion, it is okay to feel 
strongely [sic] about a cause,” the email 
continues. “But to leave their ‘political 
statement’ up for this long is ridiculous, 
and I am offended. Most people do not 
choose the gay lifestyle, and personally, 
it irritates me to have to be reminded 
every day of two men having sex with 
each other. It’s not a fun thing to look at 
as I come and go every day. If someone 
left their sign up regarding an election 
for more than a week or two, it would get 
very old and be an eyesore.” 

However, during the meeting, the item 
was ignored. In Irvine, municipal code 
offers protections for the display of flags 
and banners. “No person shall interfere 
with the exercise of free speech rights by 
persons within areas open to the general 
public in shopping centers, apartment 
complexes, and other private or public 
property open to the general public,” 
reads the relevant law. 

Pham contacted the Center OC about 
the emails, and the Center relayed the 
information to the Irvine Police Depart¬ 
ment, who sent Lieutenant Bill Whalen 
to take a report, dated Nov. 17. 

“Lieutenant Whalen contacted a 
homeowner because the Department 
received some secondhand informa¬ 
tion that there had been a possible hate 
crime,” said department spokesperson 
Lieutenant Julia Engen. “After speaking 
with the homeowner, he learned that 
the information we received was not 
accurate and the incident was not in fact 


a crime. No threats were directed at the 
homeowner. Lieutenant Whalen docu¬ 
mented the facts as relayed to him by the 
homeowner in an incident report.” 

Immediately after Whalen’s visit, 
however, the complaints became much 
more direct. Someone taped a press 
release by Westboro Baptist Church 
to the house’s door that read, in part, 
“We’ve turned America over to the fags; 
[soldiers are] coming home in body 
bags.” At approximately the same time, 
someone also placed a note that says, 
“God Hates Elags”—a play on Westboro’s 
infamous “God Hates Eags” slogan—on 
Killian’s car. 

Not all feedback about the flag has 
been negative, however. When Pham 
briefly took the flag down in July to flx 
its mount, someone left another anony¬ 
mous note at the house, this time urging 
Pham to put the flag back up. One side 


shows a picture of the flag drawn in col¬ 
ored pencil; the other contains the lyrics 
of Seattle hip-hop duo Macklemore and 
Ryan Lewis’ “Same Love,” a pro-LGBT 
anthem that garnered wide radio play. 
The note concludes, “Please put your 
flag back up.” 

Today, the Pride Elag flies brighter and 
more securely than before. After rein¬ 
forcing the mount, Pham put up a new 
flag because the former one had begun to 
fade. She hopes the attention she’s get¬ 
ting can be used as a teaching moment. 
“We’re going to be meeting with some 
people and attempting to start up a coali¬ 
tion,” she says. “We’re going to approach 
the city and try to raise awareness, to try 
to get a talk going. 

“Everywhere else, people are aware of 
everything,” Pham continues. “Now it’s 
time to raise awareness here.”

C M A ic Erwin, “Singin’ Santa,” the most vibrant 

performing professional Santa Claus I’ve ever 
^ met, is also the first Santa I’ve ever actually.. i 
in person ... seen fly. Under his own power. \ 

I first met Santa Ric (and, yes, all performing San-1 
tas should be called by that honorific) at the April ; 
meeting of the Santas of the OC™—“The ORIGINAL 
Chapter of FORBS™”—at Sarducci’s Depot Restau¬ 
rant in San Juan Capistrano. He’s vice president 
of the group, part of a regional association serving 
California, Arizona and Nevada known as Fraternal 
Order of Real Bearded Santas (FORBS). My wife 
and I had dinner with a roomful of Santas, includ¬ 
ing Santa Ric, a burly, buoyant gent with an equally 


gregarious wife, Victoria (a.k.a. “Diva Claus”). The 
two—“Southern California’s First Couple of Live 
Entertainment”—own Ric~N~Vic Productions, an 
A/V and special-events production company in 
Mission Viejo. As we sat at the dinner table, he 
treated us to his self-proclaimed “interactive event 
Santa” talents by singing a rapid-fire recitation of 
ALL the names of EVERY country in the world that 
Santa visits. 

“[FORBS] was born in Orange County, California,” 
explained Santa Ric. “Not that we first conceived the 
practice of using men with natural beards to portray 
Santa Claus, of course—but without a doubt, we 
originated the concept of the Santa fraternity.” 


(GConiiiuteif oii 
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There is no Santa Claus Vatican, no Pope 
Santa. Hundreds of Santa Claus organiza¬ 
tions exist worldwide. Santa Ric, always 
seeing the big picture, founded his own 
International Order of Santas (lOS) in 
February 2008. Their mission: “Uniting the 
World’s Holiday Professionals.” 

In September, Santa Ric and Diva Claus 
invited me to their Mission Viejo home 
to attend the FORES Annual SoCal BBQ 
& Pool Party. Santas look a lot alike, but 
Santa doesn’t clone. With all those beam¬ 
ing, rotund, middle-aged men sporting long 
white hair and whiskers, Ric and Diva’s 
pool party resembled a scene from The 
Hobbit movie in which Gandalf and the 
dwarf clan invade Bilbo’s Bag End bunga¬ 
low. Throw in the uncle and the dad from 
Duck Dynasty, too. Also, Charles Darwin, 
Karl Marx, Merlin and Moses (Michelan¬ 
gelo, not Heston). 

In any case, this is no country for old 
men who buy and wear the pricey yak-fur 
“designer” beards so popular with fol- 
licularly challenged and seasonal-only 
professional Santas. Real bearders commit 
to playing Santa year-round, so FORBS 
only accepts real beards. I stood near the 
backyard pool in a cluster of Santas clad in 
red-and-green-accented swim trunks and 
leisurewear exposing expansive amounts 
of white flesh. I had found a few black San¬ 
tas on the East Coast online, but not much 
else. I did And some racist posts about 
these beloved black Santas from a site I 
won’t name, but I will say the editor calls 
himself TatooedRed (a.k.a. The TattedRat). 

Wearing flip-flops, shorts and a red 
T-shirt, Santa Ric grilled hot dogs and 
hamburgers while I chatted with him 
and some of the other Santas, includ¬ 
ing Santa Earl, a barber from Santa Ana, 
and Santa Greg, a school-bus driver from 
Fullerton. Santa Greg shared his genesis 
story with me: One day while transport¬ 
ing his charges to school, he had to hit the 
bus brakes harder than expected, which 
bounced one of the kids out of his seat 
(what’s with no seat belts on school buses, 
an 5 rway?). Later, the youngster’s irate 
mom called the school to complain about 
the incident. When asked which driver 
was responsible, the woman replied, 

“That Santa Claus-looking motherfucker.” 

Then, I saw it: Santa Ric actually flying. 

I watched as Ric, his eyes watering from all 
the grill smoke, suddenly pulled off his red 
T-shirt and sprinted toward the pool, nim¬ 
bly launching his ample 250-pound mass 
into the water. Barely making a splash, he 
then contentedly floated on his back in 
apparent peaceful contemplation of who 
knows what. Later, as I left the party, I 
could hear Santa Ric strumming his guitar 
and singing a sweet ballad. 

So, what could cause this jovial, cherubic 
big guy to war with fellow Santas? Santa 
Ric would later lament to me how others 
“organized the illegal coup with which 
they hijacked—and ultimately murdered— 
our noble fraternity.” 

The hot Cold War of the Real Bearded 
Santas erupted six years ago, and the “Santa- 
mosity” still lingers. Santas flghting Santas is 
so compelling that Paramount Pictures has 
had a “Santa Wars” project in development 
with Mike White since 2009, and a docu¬ 
mentary film is due to hit festivals in 2014. 


The bare facts: the Amalgamated Order 
of Real Bearded Santas (AORBS), founded 
in Southern California in 1995, was taken 
over in 2007 by Santa Nicholas Trolli of 
Pennsylvania, following the resignation of 
AORBS President Santa Tim Connaghan, 
of Riverside, amidst accusations by Trolli 
against Connaghan involving conflicts of 
interest. Trolli himself soon faced wither¬ 
ing criticism from group members over 
his own performance. A mass exodus from 
AORBS ensued. Santa Ric, president of the 
AORBS Inland Empire Chapter, was one of 
those critics; he resigned in 2007. Eormer 
AORBS members then formed EORBS, a 
California-based 501(c)7 “mutual-benefit 
association” registered in Orange County. 
EORBS later had its own internal Santa vs. 
Santa problems. Santa Claus endures but 
keeps changing his mind. 

Can’t you just see Vince Vaughn and Ben 
Stiller—or Jack Black and John Goodman— 
starring in this mess? 

he OC Santa Wars 
began with a friendly 
TV commercial. 

In 1994, the world’s largest mail-order 
company—Otto Versand (now the Otto 
Group)—was planning its winter sales cam¬ 
paign and went looking for real-bearded 
Santas. Ten professional real-bearded 
Santa actors, including Tom Hartsfleld, 
made the shoot at Universal Studios. 

The original 10 Santas bonded in friend¬ 
ship and planned a reunion. They wanted a 
name, and a precedent existed. The world’s 
first Santa Claus group—the Benevolent 
Order of Santa Claus—was founded in New 
York on Dec. 18,1937, to promote Santa’s 
image throughout US. department stores. 
But the new Santas wanted to keep “real 
beard” in the group’s title, so Hartsfleld 
proposed “Amalgamated Order of Real 
Bearded Santas.” 

By 2003, the AORBS had 100 members 
... all with background checks. Hartsfleld 
was looking for help, which he found in 
Santa Tim Connaghan—“Saint Timothy” 


to Ric Erwin—a man without peer in the 
Santa business. Of the thousands of profes¬ 
sional Santas working today in the US., 
two stand out as super-celebs: Santa Claus 
Hall of Fame inductees Brady White, a.k.a. 
“Santa to the Stars©” (who counts Nei- 
man Marcus and Cartier as clients and has 
appeared in numerous Aims, television 
commercials and ads), and Tim “Santa 
Hollywood” Connaghan. While White 
is a one-man phenom, Connaghan is a 
networked mega “Santa-preneur” with 
a chimney-deep resume. He is known as 
“Santa Hollywood” primarily for his role 
as Official Santa for the Hollywood Christ¬ 
mas Parade, but he also does Aim and 
TV work. He’s an entertainer and event 
celebrity, recognizable by his distinctive 
chiseled hairline, curled handlebar mous¬ 
tache, rimless spectacles, ubiquitous red 
“civilian” outfits, and a mellifluous speak¬ 
ing voice that comes from his years as a 
broadcast journalist. 

A 24/7/365 bicoastal (New York and 
SoCal) Santa, Connaghan is president of 
the Kringle Group LLC. He runs one of 
America’s largest and busiest real-bearded 
Santa booking agencies (2,300 names in 
his database) for up to 4,000 events each 
year. The Kringle Group operates the 
largest professional Santa school: Interna¬ 
tional University of Santa Claus (lUSC), 
which is built around Connaghan’s own 
curriculum and textbook. Behind the 
Red Suit. In addition to annually training 
between 200 and 300 Santas and Mrs. 
Clauses, the company runs a mail-order 
wardrobe catalog, offering boots, coats, 
buckles and yak-fur designer beards. 

“I make a nice living,” Santa Tim told 
me during a recent phone conversation. “I 
was able to pay off my daughter’s college 
loans. Now, I’m retired and not looking for 
income. I just look to cover my expenses 
when I travel and enjoy life.” 

In the fall of 2003, Hartsfleld asked Con¬ 
naghan, then 54, to take over as AORBS 
coordinator. Santa Tim made the group 
dues-paying to fund a bigger, more infor¬ 
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mative website, newsletters and a chat 
group for members. The association grew 
from about 200 to almost 1,300 names 
on the meeting list. Connaghan also put 
together the first Santa convention—the 
Discover Santa Convention, held in July 
2006, in Branson, Missouri. Three hundred 
Santas attended. By 2007, paid membership 
reached approximately 700 Santas, at $20 
per member annually. 

In January 2007, Connaghan turned 
AORBS into an official nonprofit, assem¬ 
bling an interim board and drafting bylaws. 
AORBS also announced its intentions to 
host the 2008 Discover Santa gathering, 
with 800 Santas in Overland Park, Kansas. 
And meanwhile, all the media attention 
was attracting new members. 

One of these men was Nick Trolli. 




f part-time Santa from Pennsylva- 
nia, Nicholas “Nick” Trolli, then 
C 47, discovered AORBS while 

doing a Google search. Intrigued by the 
idea of a Santa group, he quickly joined. 

In the spring of 2007, Trolli attended an 
AORBS meeting in New Jersey and imme¬ 
diately volunteered to get involved. An 
opening in the board of directors occurred 
when board member Santa Joe Moore 
resigned. The empty seat went to Santa 
Nick, who volunteered to help plan the 
2008 AORBS Discover Santa Convention. 
He was subsequently put in charge of plan¬ 
ning the Kansas City get-together. 

Within months, AORBS disintegrated. 

Trolli began accusing Connaghan of 
ethical lapses for conducting business with 
member Santas, including acting as a book¬ 
ing agent for 200 of them for Christmas 
events. Trolli also accused Connaghan of 
using AORBS to benefit his own Kringle 
Group businesses. Connaghan said he 
kept his personal business and role as the 
group’s director separate, but Trolli then 
started what came to be called a “whisper¬ 
ing campaign” against Connaghan among 
the other Santas.

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Matters came to a head in August 2007 
when Connaghan disclosed he had signed 
a contract with Nash Entertainment, a 
Hollywood production company, for a pos¬ 
sible movie about the 2006 Discover Santa 
Convention in Branson. In addition to the 
convention, Nash also wanted the rights 
to—since it would be part of the movie— 
Connaghan’s life story, nearly 40 years 
spent as a Santa. 

“My company produced, insured and 
underwrote the 2006 convention as the 
legal body because there was no legal 
AORBS corporation at that time,” Santa 
Tim told me. “So, after I was approached 
about the movie deal, I also did the nego¬ 
tiations personally, with my company as 
the legal entity, because, again, at the time, 
there was still no board of directors or legal 
AORBS Santa corporation.” 

After AORBS was incorporated, Con¬ 
naghan asked Nash to create two separate 
contracts, one for him personally and one 
for the association. Should the movie ever 
get made, Connaghan would also be a paid 
consultant working with the writers in the 
development and during production, advis¬ 
ing on the events as they’d be re-created. 

“I wouldn’t have received any residu¬ 
als or profits from the movie, television 
or merchandise,” said Connaghan, who 
confirmed he did receive an “industry 
standard,” non-refundable $1,500 “starter 
option” retainer fee—the only money he 
received from the proposed movie deal. 

“People need to remember that the story 
was about a Santa convention I person¬ 
ally produced and about my personal life,” 
Santa Tim emphasized. He said that the 
newly incorporated association would 
have received an estimated $100,000, plus 
residuals from ticket sales and television 
broadcasts, percentages of the sales of any 
merchandise, and more. 

But it was not to be. Arguments about 
Connaghan’s movie deal roiled AORBS 
board meetings. Tom Hartsfield and Con¬ 
naghan agreed that one way to reduce the 
turmoil was to have Santa Tim step down. 
“So I decided to resign in the hopes that 
with the conflicts removed, the focus could 
get back to supporting the Santa commu¬ 
nity,” he said. 

Despite a vote of confidence from the 
AORBS board, Connaghan resigned his 
position as AORBS president, saying it was 
because of the infighting and not because 
he thought he had done anything wrong. 
Three of the six members of the board at 
the time also resigned. 

This sudden power vacuum left Santa 
Nick Trolli as the official president of 
AORBS. Along with him came an NFL 
lineman-sized ally: Santa Jeff Germann 
of Springfield, Missouri, 6 feet, 4 inches 
and 300 pounds of sometimes-not-so- 
jolly intimidation. 

Trolli and Germann almost immediately 
began “ruling with an iron fist in a white 
glove,” critics alleged. After failed attempts 
to force Trolli to resign, other AORBS 
members simply left, demanding national 
elections. Trolli outflanked the old guard, 
dissolving the AORBS charter in Minne¬ 
sota and registering the group as AORBS 
Inc. in Kentucky, with only himself and 
Santus Gigantus Germann—now a group 
vice president—as company officers. 
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AORBS was dead. Long live AORBS Inc. 

Santa Ric said he was among the first of 
the AORBS members to “sound the alarm” 
for fellow Santas about what Trolli and 
Germann were doing. And playing Santa 
had once been about the fun. 

In 2002, Ric’s wife, Victoria, was helping 
to arrange holiday food baskets for needy 
families when someone suggested having 
Santa deliver them to the families with 
kids. Someone else recalled having an old 
Santa suit in his attic. 

“My fate was sealed when my wife 
added, ‘Well, I know where there’s a fat guy 
with nothing better to do on Saturday.’” 

Oh, ho, ho, no. 

Erwin was gifted that thin, pajama- 
style suit. “But it wasn’t until 2011 that I 
finally bellied up to the bar and ordered a 
Santa suit from Adele’s of Hollywood—for 
around $1,000,” he said. “I now have three 
Santa suits—not including the original 
pajama suit.” 

Santas Trolli and Germann showed 
Santa Ric a thing or two about believing in 
Santa Claus. 

“Trolli and Germann trumped any pos¬ 
sibility of legal action when they surrepti¬ 
tiously canceled AORBS’ nonprofit charter 
in Minnesota and used our name and logo 
to register a for-profit corporation in Ken¬ 
tucky,” Erwin said. “Having pulled off that 
slick trick, neither Minnesota nor Ken¬ 
tucky could touch them... although both 
attorneys general looked into it in response 
to a flood of complaints from members.” 

Trolli’s board stripped Santas of their 
membership for offenses such as “malign¬ 
ing” fellow Santas on Elf Net, an AORBS 
chat room. In November 2007, Trolli got the 
remaining board to approve confidentiality 
agreements concerning board discussions. 
Hartsfield, who didn’t agree with the new 
rules, complained on Elf Net. As the mes¬ 
sage board’s administrator, Germann said 
Hartsfield “broke the rules” and temporarily 
banned him. In January 2008, the AORBS 
board removed Hartsfield as a director. And 
it stripped Connaghan of his group mem¬ 
bership for “dissemination of half-truths 
and disinformation” against AORBS on rival 
message-board sites, according to an email 
sent to Hartsfield by Germann. 

Things got physical that month when 
Santa Ric tried to crash an AORBS board 
meeting at Knott’s Berry Farm Resort 
Hotel in Buena Park. Erwin says he 
planned to videotape the private meeting 
for Santas who couldn’t attend. He pushed 
past Trolli and ended up face-to-beard 
with Germann near the Santa-filled meet¬ 
ing room. Erwin says Germann “used his 
elbow to bounce me off the wall.” Germann 
denied touching Erwin. Trolli claimed 
Erwin “headed into [Germann] like a line¬ 
backer.” Erwin was escorted out of the 
building by security guards. 

Santa Ric felt betrayed. An AORBS lodge 
director and loyalist, he’d served as the 
group’s PR coordinator, media liaison, offi¬ 
cial videographer and archivist. “Ric~N~Vic 
Productions had donated thousands of 
dollars’ worth of free services each year to 
AORBS and its members,” he asserted. 

So, Erwin helped set up SantaTalk on 
Yahoo.com—an online “refugee camp” for 
the hundreds of fellow diaspora AORBS San¬ 
tas who were quitting or being “kicked out.” 

“I advocated against continued attempts 
to wrest back control of AORBS due mainly

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to the overwhelming civil—and possibly 
criminal—liabilities they were accumulat¬ 
ing in its name/’ he said. 

Also fed up, Hartsfield took back the 
group’s AORBS URL, which he had regis¬ 
tered years earlier in his name. The action 
shut down AORBS’ web activity. Harts¬ 
field claimed this provoked threats from 
Trolli, who denied the charge. On Feb. 

7,2008, Trolli registered the AORBSinc. 
com domain and was back in business (for 
a while, anyway.... The last entry on the 
website is a 2008 post). Just a few days 
earlier, Trolli had created SantaCheck.com, 
asking site visitors, ‘Ts your child safe on 
that lap?” 

It continues, “SantaCheck tries to check 
the Santa you are thinking about taking 
your kids to. There are some who put on a 
red suit and think that is all it takes to earn 
the right to be with your child.... Some of 
these ‘santas’ do have a foul mouth.” 

Trolli and Germann were locked and 
loaded to go after their Santa adversaries. 

ome Santas complained to the Ken¬ 
tucky attorney general’s office about 
AORBS Inc., particularly the alleged 
failure of the board to provide an accurate 
accounting of the group’s finances, which 
come chiefly from $20 annual member 
dues. In April 2008, the Kentucky state 
attorney general’s office forwarded its file 
to the Charitable Organizations Bureau 
in Pennsylvania, where Trolli lived and 
where AORBS Inc. was then based. Also 


in April 2008, amidst all the turmoil, Santa 
Ric became a founding charter member of 
FORBS, the newly formed AORBS succes¬ 
sor. Started as a national organization, it 
later became a regional group. 

On June 10,2008, Santa Ric posted on 


Yahoo! Group SantaTalk a piece titled “God 
Damn Your Eternal Soul Nick Trolli.” Santa 
Ric... a Santa curse? 

“Notice that I did NOT address him as 
‘Santa,’” Ric explained about his cyber-out¬ 
burst. “I was under stress at the time. Santa 


Milt Cottrell of Omaha—one of my best 
friends—had died suddenly, and Nick Trolli 
had the gall to put up an anti-Milt post.” 

On July 7,2008, Pennsylvania’s Secretary 
of the Commonwealth issued a cease-and-

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desist order to AORBS Inc., charging them 
with, among other things, unlawfully solic¬ 
iting charitable contributions without reg¬ 
istering with the state. Germann responded 
that the group’s books were “aboveboard,” 
while Trolli said the group was “cooperat¬ 
ing” with the state agency. 

By July 2008, AORBS Inc. membership 
had fallen to a few dozen Santas, accord¬ 
ing to Erwin, mostly new members who 
were reportedly being told by Trolli that 
he, as their group’s leader, was under attack 
by a group of disgruntled ex-members. 

On July 29,2008, Santa Ric led individual 
Santas and groups previously associated 
with AORBS in issuing a “Declaration of 
Santa Unity” against AORBS Inc. On the 
AORBSInc.com website, Trolli wrote, “The 
make-up of the organization has gone 
through some dark times_Some mem¬ 

bers did not want to belong to a group that 
was not owned by Tim Connaghan. Others 
remained steadfastly committed to their 
Brothers in Red of AORBS. AORBS is grow¬ 
ing again, and the members are determined 
to live up to our title... under the leader¬ 
ship of Nicholas Trolli—‘The Nation’s Pre¬ 
mier Fraternity of A-List Santas.’” 

The mainstream media picked up the 
tale. In 2008, the Wall Street Journal 
reported on the Santa “Civil War,” and 
NPR’s This American Life dug into the 
story. The Kansas convention of Discover 
Santa 2008 sponsored by AORBS Inc. 
never happened. Trolli blamed former 
AORBS members for its demise, allegedly 
brought on by a campaign to dissuade 
vendors and fellow Santas from attending. 
That fall, Trolli and Germann went on the 
offensive, using their SantaCheck.com to 
punish enemies real and imagined. 

On Sept. 29,2008, they wrote about 
“a ‘Santa’ who is sexually attracted to 
overweight older men.” The report said 
a Florida Santa—“a member of the Inter¬ 
national Order of Santas”—“has removed 
his shocking, disgusting links to adult 
sites that feature him in the nude.” Appar¬ 
ently, according to SantaCheck.com, this 
Santa “got our website SantaCheck.com 
turned off” because he “was upset that 
we exposed his gay lifestyle. Specifically, a 
lifestyle wherein he sexually pursued FAT 
OLDER MEN.” 

SantaCheck.com also targeted Santa 
Ric in numerous posts. On Oct. 16, 2008, 
Trolli and Germann published “Santa’s 
Girthday Party?” 

“Just in case you all forgot about the 
most foul ‘santa’ page we have found, do 
NOT forget about Ric Erwin, the LA Fair 
‘santa claus’ from Laguna Niguel,” some¬ 
one wrote. “We previously reported that 
Ric Erwin... posted on his ricnvic.com 
video site a video of his Birthday Party. Oh, 
wait, it wasn’t his Birthday Party, he... 
called it ‘Santa’s Girthday Party.’” 

The online video referenced in their post 
was Erwin’s and titled “How Santa Got His 
Yule Log Back,” showing Santa Ric watch¬ 
ing a belly dancer. 

By 2010, things had cooled down at 
SantaCheck.com. The last post went up 
on April 14,2010, targeting yet another 
Trolli critic. In a June 25,2009, post titled 
“Naughty Traveling Claus Clan Shames 
the Name of Santa,” Defendingsanta. 
com spanked a Connaghan Santa sum- 
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mer cruise for allowing Santas in full garb 
to get their pics taken at a well-known 
Alaskan touristy “brothel museum.” Then 
the site “editor” completely harshed the 
Santa mellow with lines, unsupported by 
citation of sources, such as “Over the past 
several years, the industry of professional 
Santa Claus services has been rocked by 
scandals ranging from infighting and greed 
within professional Santa organizations to 
ongoing issues with Santas accused (and in 
some cases convicted) of predatory crimes 
against children.” 

How do you come back from that? 

O n Dec. 29,2010, Trolli appeared 

on FOX Business Channel, stating 
during the interview his belief that 
only Santas with real beards are “authen¬ 
tic” portrayers of Santa Claus. Seemingly 
professional and personable, he also said 
that a good Santa could earn between 
$10,000 to $25,000 per Christmastime. 

The Weekly tried contacting Trolli and 
Germann for comment for this story. Ger- 
mann’s website, Jeffgermann.com, is down. 

“Jeff Germann seems to have disap¬ 
peared,” Santa Ric told me. “An 5 way, he’s 
been formally excommunicated from the 
Santa community.” 

I emailed Santa Nick at AORBSinc.com 
and called the number listed there, but I 
couldn’t get any response from Trolli, who 
now lives in Florida. I contacted some 
Santas mentioned on AORBSInc.com and 
got the name of Tommy Avallone, who’s 
producing a movie featuring Trolli called I 
Am Santa Claus with wrestling great Mick 
Foley. The movie, funded by a Kickstarter 
campaign, has been in production since 
2011, and will be submitted to film festivals 
in 2014. The Kickstarter copy reads, “I Am 
Santa Claus is a documentary that poses a 
question about a ubiquitous holiday figure 
that few parents ever ask themselves— 
‘Whose lap is my child sitting on?’ 

“Santa Nicholas is the president of the 
Amalgamated Order of Real Bearded San¬ 
tas. He is one of the most unliked Santas in 
the Christmas community, having a very 
public feud with Santa Tim Connaghan, 
a.k.a. ‘Santa Hollywood.’” 

“I don’t think [Trolli will] answer,” 
Avallone said, responding on Santa Nick’s 
behalf. “He doesn’t really talk to people 
about the war too much_A lot of report¬ 

ers get the story wrong. Nick does talk 
about the war in our film, though.” 

Erwin worked with Avallone on the film 
project in its early days. “They interviewed 
me twice, and I provided all the archival 
footage they needed,” said Santa Ric. “But 
I have no editorial control. He’s changed 
directions in the film, and I think it might 
be turning into something of a hatchet job. 
I’d like to see some of the rushes and see if 
there’s any reason to withdraw.” 

I called Connaghan, and we talked about 
the upcoming Christmas season and his 
lineup of gigs. I asked what he thought of 
Trolli and the Santa Wars half-a-decade 
on. “This is not what it’s all about,” he said. 
“We could have tried to take him to court. 

... But argument is not what we’re about. 
Our job is bringing joy to the children; 
that’s what we’re about.” 

His thought reminds me of a line from 
the Santa Claus Oath: “I realize that I belong 
to a brotherhood and will be supportive, 
honest and show fellowship to my peers.”

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ow I know Santa Claus is real, 
but what did Uncle Bill mean 
about all the fake stories? 

Did he mean that The Night Before 
Christmas was actually written by Major 
Henry Livingston Jr., an amateur New York 
poet with Dutch roots, and not by Clement 
Clarke Moore? 

Did he mean that the village of Nazareth 
didn’t exist until the 3rd century A.D.? 

Did he mean that Yeshu’a the Messiah 
(a.k.a. Jesus the Christ) shared the Dec. 25 
birth date with Roman gods Sol Invictus 
and Persian import Mithras? 

Did he mean that Santa Claus, who 
originated as a m 5 l;hical androgynous solar 
deity (circles the world in a day, etc.) is 
now an androgynous socio-capitalist icon 
who represents a balance between mar¬ 
kets and people? 

Or did he mean that really, really 
deep, dark secret about Nicholas and 
the Nicholaitans? 

The name Nicholas (or Nicolas) means 
“one who conquers the people.” A man 
named Nicholas first appears in the Bible 
in the Acts of the Apostles as one of the 
deacons of the early church. This Nicholas 
was a proselyte—a convert from polythe¬ 
ism to Judaism to Christianity. 

Several early church fathers stated that 
the deacon Nicholas began the Nicholai- 
tanism movement twice referred to in the 
Book of Revelation. In Revelation 2:6, Jesus 
tells the church of Ephesus how impressed 
he is that “thou hatest the deeds of the 


Nicholaitans, which I also hate.” 

Nicholaitan is the symbolic name of a 
party that represented the hierarchy of a 
misog 3 mistic, anti-Semitic ruling leader¬ 
ship class. In her book Nicholaitan: Power 
and Control in Christianity, author Paula 
Fether says the consensus among histori¬ 
ans about the Nicholaitans is of a group or 
movement defined by its desire to control 
and exert power and authority over people. 

Jesus rejected priests and loathed the 
lust for religious power over others. None¬ 
theless, the clerical system at the heart of 
the doctrine of the Nicholaitans later devel¬ 
oped into the papal hierarchy of the Roman 
church with its celibate (unmarried but not 
sexually abstinent), male clergy dominating 
a “flock” of human sheep laity. Belief man¬ 
datory under pain of hellfire. So constituted, 
they ran Western Europe for 1,000 years 
until the Protestants came along, rejecting 
the priests and the mass but amping up the 
misog 5 my and misanthropy. Nicholaitans 
were also said to observe the Roman solar- 
mass to Apollyon (“Destroyer”) on Dec. 25 
and engage in pederasty and pedophilia, 
which has carried on in the church’s priest¬ 
hood to this day. 

Acts makes a deacon named Nicholas 
into a saint, and Revelation condemns a 
group—the Nicholaitans—that Nicholas 
supposedly founded. St. Nicholas vs. the 
Book of Revelation—both canonized. 
Couldn’t have Jesus hating the priests of 
the Roman church, so ... rebranding time. 

In the 8th century, they invented a 
hagiography about a fictional, gift-bearing 
4th-century Bishop of Myra (a town a few 
miles down the coast from the Nicholaitan 


hotbed Ephesus) named “Nicholas,” and 
they had him do many good things ... as 
well as some bad. To lose the Nicholaitan 
baggage, they dropped this Bishop St. Nick 
into the First Council of Nicaea convened 
in 325 A.D. by the Roman Emperor Con¬ 
stantine I, who was putting the finishing 
touches on his Roman church. His Nich¬ 
olaitan priesthood securely in place, he 
now needed his God. 

The hagiographers have Nicholas 
becoming best buds with the emperor, and 
then assaulting Arius, the North African 
bishop who almost singlehandedly derailed 
Constantine’s plans for his church by argu¬ 
ing that Jesus could not possibly be God 
the Father’s co-equal because Jesus had 


been born and thus exists in time and so is 
not eternal (like You-Know-Who). For this, 
Arius got his bitch-slapping from Nicholas. 
The bishops took a vote and elected Jesus, 
born on Dec. 25, to a seat in heaven, with 
Constantine’s new Roman church at his 
side. Emperor Constantine declared Chris¬ 
tianity the Roman empire’s official state 
religion, and just a year before the emper¬ 
or’s death. Western Christians celebrated 
the first Christmas on Dec. 25,336 A.D. 

Result: Roman church open for business. 
Nicholas, safely de-Nicholaitanized, plays 
with children as Santa Claus. Priest and 
pitchman glare at each other across the 
divide.... It’s old, this Christmas War story.

The wait is unforgivable, the staff inexperienced—but 
Oc & Lau Restaurant serves tasty snails

S pain may have its tapas bars and 
Japan its izakayas, but in Vietnam, 
there are quan ocs. Literal transla¬ 
tion: snail eateries. Quan ocs are often 
informal street-side stalls with nothing 
more than plastic chairs and cooks slav¬ 
ing over propane-fueled woks. You go to a 
quan 6c to drink lots of beer and eat clams, 
snails and crabs—pretty much anything 
that comes in a shell. But just as yakitori is 
to most izakayas, it’s the snails that get top 
billing. Harvested from rice paddies, rivers 
and the ocean, there’s often a taxonomy’s 
worth of snails to choose from. Grilled, 
boiled in soups, stir-fried with flavorful 
sauces, snails were popular in Vietnam 
even before French colonizers came 
around with their escargot. 

These days, eating snails in a quan 6c 
is to Vietnam what pub culture is to the 
Western World. The point is to take your 
time, drink, unwind with friends over 
platefuls of invertebrates as you might 
a basket of hot wings. Use your fingers, 
maybe even a toothpick to pry, dig, 
crack, prod and navigate your way to the 
chewy, soft, sometimes-slimy center of 
your meal. Napkins will be soiled, shirts 
stained, the table a mess—all aftermath of 
a night well-spent. 

The new Oc & Lau Restaurant in Garden 
Grove isn’t the first eatery in Little Saigon 
to offer Vietnamese snails, clams and crabs, 
but it just may be OC’s first real quan 6c, 
even as it has yet to obtain a license to serve 
beer. Looking at the menu, you’ll realize 
it’s also one of the first non-Cajun-crawfish 


Vietnamese seafood restaurants you’ve 
seen in a while. 

Oc & Lau deep-fries one of the meati¬ 
est tilapias you’ll encounter, dusted with 
fiour before a hot oil bath so that every 
golden inch crackles. If only to drown out 
the sometimes lamentably muddy fiavor of 
the fish, slather each piece you peel off the 
upright carcass with spoonfuls of a sweet, 
sour and spicy chile sauce, then chase it 
with a couple of spears of tart green mango. 
You can also order smelt here, which the 
menu describes quite accurately as “fried 
eggful fish” because each is pregnant with 
roe and excellent to eat whole, head and all. 

But come for the snails. The garlic- 
butter-spotted escargot arrives sizzling on 
a cast-iron skillet, sprinkled with fistfuls of 
herbs. Use the wooden skewers supplied 
to coax the meat out of the shell. Success¬ 
fully extracted, the curlicue fiesh will look 
rather alien, as though it just burst out 
from the chest of an astronaut. It has two 
textures: rubbery in parts, pasty and soft in 
others. You might contemplate Fibonacci 
as you move on to the 6c len xao dua, mud 
creeper sea snails simmered in a coconut- 
cream-based sauce that tastes akin to a 
very mild Thai green curry. Suck out these 
fingertip-sized mollusks one-by-one with 
your mouth. 

There are other options for wimps, 
of course. One of the best dishes is the 
grilled scallops, about a half-dozen of 
them barely cooked in their own shells, 
garnished with crushed peanuts and 
drizzled with the same butter-and- 


garlic treatment as the escargot. If you 
want clams, opt for the most traditional: 
boiled in nothing more than water fia- 
vored with lemongrass, ginger and the 
bivalves’ own juices. 

A lot of customers also order the hot 
pots that constitute the “lau” part of the 
restaurant’s name. A huge vat of broth will 
be brought out with raw seafood arranged 
on a plate—plus a butane-powered burner 
to keep it all simmering. One comes sup¬ 
plied with a whole lobster, while the crab 
variant has the dome of the shellfish nearly 
eclipsing the width of the vessel. To eat, 
you douse noodles called bun with the 
broth, repeating the process until the plate 
of noodles are spent or the pot runs dry, 
whichever comes first. For a less labor- 
intensive version, ask for a bowl of lau 
instead. The bun comes already submerged 
in the same broth to become a noodle soup 
that’s populated with hunks of fish, shrimp 
and an eggplant slathered with fish paste. 

The wait time is brutal right now—at 
least an hour, mostly because of the length 
of time it takes to complete a meal here and 
the inexperience of the kitchen and staff 
during the restaurant’s first month. Getting 
the food might take an additional half-hour 
or more. And after the staff deliver your 
dishes, they might forget about you the 
rest of the night. Asking for water will take 
a few tries. But it’s worth it: At the end of 
the night, your table will have turned into 
a major disaster area of spent shells, wad- 
ded-up napkins and spilled sauce, which 
is actually about right for a night spent at a 
quan 6c.

H ave I told this story before? I'm sure I 
have, but it's so important that I'll repeat 
it. There's a prominent Southern California 
food critic—^whose name I won't reveal 
so as to not fully shame him or her—who 
once told a Filipina friend of mine that there 
was nothing worthwhile about her culture's 
meals. Adobo? Bleh. Halo-halo? Stolen from 
the Chinese. Pancit? The same. This is a 
person famous for a love of nearly every¬ 
thing, who's not a bad critic despite being a 
mainstream-media voice—and every time I 
remember this anecdote, my regard for that 
person goes down just a little. 

But doesn't that critic look the fool now! 
Filipino cuisine is finally achieving wide¬ 
spread acclaim, with Filipino-American 
chefs manning more kitchens across 
Southern California and working their grub 
into high-dining conversations: Witness 
the adobo chicken wings—saucy, garlicky 
stunners—offered by Jason "Chicken 
Wang" Montelibano over at Chapter One: 
The Modern Local. It's a style that will 
continue to influence Southern California 
cooking in the years to come, but we can 
thankfully still taste the original ways at 
the manyturo-turo buffets that sprang up 
around Orange County during the 1990s and 
continue to thrive and multiply. So while we 
wait for a Filipino young gun to open a full- 
fledged spot in honor of his or her traditions 
(as opposed to dishes with said traditions), 
we should still visit the old-school charms of 
places such asSawali Grill. 

Our art critic Dave Barton chose it as 
the Best Filipino Restaurant for our Best Of 
issue this year, and while I wouldn't have 
made the same choice (my heart and gut 
belong to Kapit Bahay), I didn't dispute it. 
Sawali Grill is a grand carousel of Filipino 
standards, from fried milkfish to squid 
cooked in its own ink to skewers of meat 
and trays bubbling with a frightening array 
of meats and vegetables that hit your palate 
with a furious jolt of flavors. The dishes are 
rotated according to demand, and Sunday 
brings lechon and pata, gnarled masses 
of fried pork oozing with fat. As with most 
turo-turo joints, don't bother asking for a 
menu—just point at what looks delicious. 

If you ask for the names of dishes, work¬ 
ers respond in a bemused tone—don't take 
it personally. And it's that casual, almost 
insider ambiance, I feel, that ultimately 
turned off that Filipino-demeaning writer. 
Whatever: Sawali and its peers offer South¬ 
ern California's next great cuisine—get with 
the program and point, or get relegated to 
raving about Rick Bayless anew.

Los Compadres is probably the classiest of Long 

Beach’s Mexican mini-chains 


O nly a few Mexican mini-chains 
reign supreme in Latino-loaded 
Long Beach, and each has its 
own personality. The Taqueria la Mexi- 
canas are mostly walk-up (and always 
tiny) spots to get handheld street food 
on paper plates. Casa Sanchezes vary 
by location (as we discovered when we 
finally found the best, No. 4), but all 
serve upgraded taqueria food such as 
meat plates and massive quesadillas in 
semi-habitable dining rooms. 

But the most mejor Mexi chain in the 
city has only two sit-down locations, 
each of which serves up classy mar- 
iscos, enchiladas for every palate and 
juicy came asada with some of the only 
hecho a mano tortillas in the hood. The 
two Long Beach outposts of Los Com¬ 
padres—one on 12th Street and Pine 
Avenue, the other on East Anaheim 
Street—have become favorites for hard¬ 
ened traditionalists and unassuming 
gabachos alike, not because their prices 
are low or there is one in every neigh¬ 
borhood (like other frijole hovels), but 
because all the coastal Mexican classics 
are covered—and covered well. Here, 
quality costs a pretty penny (even dur¬ 
ing happy hour, when food specials are 
still $6) because it’s all worth it. Hearty 
tacos with a fistful of meat on a melt- 
in-your-mouth, house-made tortilla, for 
example, will run you $3 apiece. And a 
substantial bowl of Siete Mares (Seven 
Seas) soup starts at $15. The best part 
of the meal, however, comes first, and 
it’s free. A bowl of fresh salsa and a 
basket of warm, oily chips gets plopped 
on the table along with some menus; 
it’s impossible to not gnarl through 
a round of each before deciding on a 
main course. 

With five pages of options replete 
with photos so clear you can see the 
cheese melting on the sides of beans, 
choosing what to eat during your

first Los Compadres experience may 
be tough. There are moles and sopes 
and quail molcajetes, fillets 10 ways 
and oysters on the half shell. Special¬ 
ties include enchiladas michoacanas 
(four different meat enchiladas with 
a side of roasted chicken, the tortilla 
folded a la a half-quesadilla instead of 
rolled), camarones Costa Azul (shrimp 
wrapped in bacon), and ceviches that 
come in a softball-sized mound with 
a side of watery green sauce that is a 
puckering Trojan horse and not the 
sweet tomatillo salsa it may appear. 

From spicy to citrus, sweet to savory, 
all flavor ranges found up and down 
the western coast of Mexico are repre¬ 
sented at Los Compadres. To try it all, 
bring some of your own compadres for 
lunch, and order across the rainbow— 
or do what the rest of Long Beach does, 
and order something different every 
time you find yourself drawn through 
its heavy wooden doors.

Feeding Irvine’s Badlands 

Spicy Wontons at Ren Asian Bistro 


R en Asian Bistro isn’t really a bis¬ 
tro. It’s a neighborhood Chinese- 
takeout joint that does exactly 
what it needs to do: provide a deserted 
part of Irvine that butts up against the 
wilderness its solitary Chinese food 
option. You pick a protein (shrimp, 
chicken, fish, beef, tofu or pork), then 
decide how you want it made. Will it be 
as a kung pao? Sweet and sour? Some¬ 
thing with orange peel? 

But beneath the “Asian” catchall 
title that allows it to do Thai dishes 
along with shaved ice and boba milk 
tea, beats the heart of a real, authentic 
Northern Chinese restaurant. It offers 
xiao longbao, those freshly steamed 
dumplings with curlicue tops, served 
with slivers of ginger and bottles of 
black vinegar to eat it with. If you’re 
using Din Tai Fung as a benchmark 
(who doesn’t?), you should know that 
the dough is thicker here, and the soup 
won’t gush as plentifully, but it’s a 
decent and worthy rendition, even con¬ 
sidering all the other places in Irvine 
that serve it. 

The thing to get is actually the spicy 
wontons, a bowl of boiled pork-filled 
noodle-dough purses doused in a spicy- 
sweet chile-oil sauce with the tang of 
salsa coupled with the complexity of 
Indonesian sambal. There’s vinegar and 
possibly soy sauce in it, but for sure

bits of pulverized dried chile flakes 
that look and feel like coffee grounds. 
It’s the kind of brew that’s able to make 
anything delicious. Soon after you’ve 
finished off the last wonton, you’re 
spooning every last drop of that sauce, 
licking the bowl as a last resort.

As I'm 
sipping, it tastes less like a fruity cider and 
more robust—like a beer should. 


THE DRINK 

Co-owner Brian Schroepfer sought out 
a cinnamon flavor without the spicy bite. 
Working with a textured product like gra¬ 
ham crackers produced the desired effect. 
After Valiant posted a Facebook request for 
persimmons, they extracted the fruit's deli¬ 
cate sweetness using a sous vide method. 
Its presence can be detected in both the 
bouquet and delicate mouthfeel. Rich 


molasses rounds out the taste, making for 
one drinkable treat. 

Available until it's gone, MPG is doing 
well at HopScotch. At Chapter One: The 
Modern Local in Santa Ana, it was "On 
Deck," which isn'tthe same as being avail¬ 
able. (Hopefully, you'll be able to request it 
by now.) Rumor has it you'll also find a tap 
at Anaheim's sold-out Brew Ho Ho inside 
the Phoenix Club. By the end of the year, it'll 
be a fleeting memory.

Running Out of Time 

The late Paul Walker makes the most of Hours

A well-known formula for instant 
drama in a film is stranding your 
main character in a remote area 
and watching him or her fight to escape. 
It’s already a risky venture to center a 
film on one actor, whose performance 
could make or break the movie entirely 
Eric Heisserer’s Hours unfortunately 
does not approach this genre with the 
energy needed to fulfill the load of inher¬ 
ent expectations. Part disaster movie, part 
study of a regular man in peril, it stars 
recently—and tragically—deceased Paul 
Walker as Nolan Hayes, the stand-in hero 
struggling for rescue in a dire situation. 

Nolan brings wife Abigail (a spunky 
Genesis Rodriguez) to a New Orleans 
hospital as complications arise in her 
pregnancy. From the doctor’s update, he 
learns that Abigail has given birth to a 
daughter but died unexpectedly during 
delivery. Nolan is reasonably distraught, 
but he becomes more preoccupied with 
the status of his premature infant, who 
must rely on a ventilator to breathe for 
the next 48 hours. Meanwhile, Hurricane 
Katrina forces an evacuation of Charity 
Hospital. The newborn must remain on 
the ventilator to stay alive, so Nolan stays

behind, and as the power goes off, he 
must manually rev up a backup genera¬ 
tor that only supplies enough juice for 
two minutes, giving him zero time to 
effectively get help before having to crank 
it up again. For the next 48 hours, he’s 
trapped, but he keeps calm by talking to 
his child. 

It’s a simple premise, and it rests 
entirely on Walker’s performance, which, 
due to his untimely passing, has been 
given even more poignancy; one cannot 
help but gaze at Walker in a new light. 
Without the sexiness factor of a muscle 
car and a tight-fitting shirt, the handsome 
actor transforms into an Everyman, hap¬ 
less and frustrated in the face of chaos. 
But he’s confined to a meager script with 


little to do. He emotes and cries at all 
the appropriate times, but his character 
comes off as aloof, even from Abigail. 
Through the occasional flashback, we see 
Nolan and Abigail’s relationship from its 
spontaneous beginning, and in her lim¬ 
ited screen time, Rodriguez displays more 
warmth and liveliness than Walker does 
throughout the entire movie. 

There are other attempts at tension: a 
levee breaks, unleashing a flood of water 
that devastates New Orleans, including 
the lower levels of the hospital occu¬ 
pied by Nolan. Opportunistic looters 
scrounge for valuables and threaten him. 
“You don’t want anyone to know you’re 
here,” warns one armed vandal, hinting 
at other dangerous types outside. These 
scenes are few and far apart and offer 
little respite from long-winded scenes of 
Walker talking to himself or his child. In 
a final stab at drawing emotion, there’s a 
cheesy scene near the end in which Abi¬ 
gail’s ghost offers solace to Nolan about 
her death. 

First-time director Heisserer also 
wrote the remake of The Thing, another 
desolate thriller. In writing Hours, how¬ 
ever, he isolates the main character from 


the very real drama taking place outside 
in the aftermath of Katrina. It hasn’t 
even been 10 years since the Crescent 
City was left in ruins by the Category-5 
hurricane, yet true stories of families 
surviving the storm and rebuilding their 
lives abound. Nolan’s story pales in com¬ 
parison, not because its basic concept 
seems unlikely or uninteresting, but 
because Heisserer relies too much on 
Walker to boost the film without crafting 
a more compelling screenplay. Walker is 
also credited as an executive producer; 
it’s hard to imagine what kind of say 
he had in making the film. Heisserer’s 
directing prowess falls short, and dia¬ 
logue often comes across as awkward. 
Although it looks good, some of the main 
issues with the film, such as Nolan’s 
aloofness and the absence of tension, are 
partly attributable to a lack of strategic 
camerawork and framing. 

Press releases and reviews are sure 
to market Hours as Paul Walker’s best 
performance. While the future of his 
long-running The Fast and the Furious 
franchise hangs in the balance, this is the 
closest movie audiences will have to see¬ 
ing Walker again on a big screen. Despite 
the movie’s faults. Walker’s presence will 
surely linger on in our memory, even after 
the fade to black.

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THE HOBBIT: THE DESOLATION OF 
SMAUG Elves snore, it turns out. Their 
maidens make teensy-peen jokes and 
pine for the hottest of dwarves. And 
Bilbo Baggins now punches his sword 
right through the trachea of a goblin— 
and then looks rather proud of himself. 
Now more than ever, the Middle Earth 
films of Peter Jackson are less adapta¬ 
tions of the novels of J.R.R. Tolkien 
than they are the fullest realization of 
the fantasy-entertainment complex the 
Oxford don's pastorals have inspired. 
Here are the proper nouns and broad 
outlines of Tolkien's gentle stories, 
but play-acted with the thunderous 
swords-and-sorcery heroics of the 
pulps, the creature-building zeal of Ray 
Harryhausen and young George Lucas, 
the wouldn't-it-be-cool riffing of cosplay 
and fanfic, and a belief in self-improve¬ 
ment through joyous, comic violence. 
There's much to adore in Jackson's lat¬ 
est Christmas pudding, despite its garish 
extravagance, its moral cluelessness, its 
disorganized bulk, and its discomfiting 
belief that battle is a kind of weaponized 
freeze tag, where any touch of the good 
guy's axe or sword means the bad guy 
immediately collapses. It's as packed 
with highlights as its predecessor was 
stripped of them: better-than-usual ore 
raids, a horrific spider attack, much 
more dragon than you'd expect, an 
exuberant river escape that somehow 
turns into the old Super Nintendo game 
Donkey Kong Country, a too-quick visit 
with a were-bear. Not that the result is 
always transcendent; the only interior 
conflict is whether head dwarf Thorin 
(Richard Armitage) will share his gold 
pile once he gets his mitts on it, and 
every moment of balletic elf fighting— 
and there's heaps—feels invented to 
top the previous films, doing so more 
often in cartoonishness than in impact.

THE BEST MAN HOLIDAY Even though 
they made good money and filled a 
crucial niche, the 1990s' and early 
2000s' romantic entertainments targeted 
to—though not made exclusively for— 
black audiences disappeared almost 
as mysteriously as they arrived. It's 
only now that we're getting a sequel to 
one of the most exuberant and astute 
black ensemble comedies, Malcolm 
D. Lee's 1999 The Best Man. The Best 
Man Holiday picks up 14 years after The 
Best Man left off, and an early montage 
gets newcomers quickly up to speed 
on the four male leads, as well as their 
significant others, exes, or would-be 
exes. Harper, the once-successful 
author played byTaye Diggs, has fallen 
on hard times: Writer's block has hit him 
hard. It doesn't help that he and his wife 
(Sanaa Lathan) are expecting their first 
child after a long fertility struggle. Plus, 
it's Christmas time, and they've been 
invited to spend a holiday weekend with 
his former best friend, upstanding pro 
football player Lance (Morris Chestnut), 
his sweet, self-sacrificing wife (Monica 
Calhoun), and their four—count 'em!— 
beautiful and well-behaved children. 
Diggs and Chestnut's characters have 
had something of a falling out, and 
their other pals, also invited for this 
weekend of revelry and revelations, 
have problems of their own. Lee throws 
in everything he can grab: Love, sex, 
money, jealousy, interracial romance, 
mortal illness, childbirth—there's even 
a dance number. Lee can't quite juggle 
it all, and the picture drags a bit through 
its last third, but he coaxes us to step 
in and listen, and the very casual¬ 
ness of his invitation is the key to the 


joyousness of The Best Man Holiday, 
flaws be damned. (R) Alan Scherstuhl.

THE BOOKTHIEF It had to happen: 
There's so much voiceover narration in 
today's movies that it was only a mat¬ 
ter of time before somebody made a 
picture narrated by that life of the party 
himself. Death. The Grim Reaper deliv¬ 
ers the opening monologue of The Book 
Thief, Brian Percival's adaptation of 
Markus Zusak's novel about a somber, 
precocious schoolgirl in Nazi Germany. 
It's 1938 and young Liesel (played by 
French newcomer Sophie Nelisse), for 
reasons that aren't immediately spelled 
out, has been dispatched to a small 
German town to live with a new family, 
twinkling Hans (Geoffrey Rush) and 
scowling Rosa (Emily Watson). Liesel's 
problems mount when she starts school: 
Her teacher and classmates learn, to 
her shame, that she can't read. But 
with the help of good-natured Hans, 
Liesel soon discovers the power of 
words. She also forges one of those 
sweet kiddie romances with a neighbor 
boy, Rudy (Nico Liersch), who, with his 
spun-gold hair and Teutonic features, 
would make a fine Hitler Youth in train¬ 
ing, though he's a good kid and has 
no such ambitions. Still, the two are 
caught up in their times: Their school 
uniforms are decorated with swastikas, 
and they join their schoolmates in sing¬ 
ing nationalistic anthems. Books have 
become dangerous objects, but it's too 
late for word-loving Liesel to turn back; 
she loves them too much, and so she 
must resort to illicit means to get them. 
Nelisse makes a good heroine, with her 
arresting face and watchful eyes. But 
The Book Thief is just too tidy to have 
much impact. Late in the movie, the kids 
stand at the edge of a river, shouting, 

"I hate Hitler!" into oblivion. Take that, 
Fiihrer! (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek.

HOMEFRONT Once upon a time—the 
1980s—you could walk into a movie 
theater any day of the year, plop down 
a few bucks, and watch one man kick 
another man's ass. Not every action 
flick was great, but most were good 
enough, the film equivalent of pizza. 

Back then, Jason Statham, the star of 
the new action drama Homefront—and 
another two dozen just like it—would 
have been a forgettable punching bag. 
Today, he's an action lover's last hope. 
Today's stunt heroes don't have Arnold 
Schwarzenegger's swagger, Jean- 
Claude Van Damme's splits, or Sylvester 
Stallone's operatic flopsweat. Statham 
has no hook, not even a memorable 
mustache. Instead, he seems glumly 
determined to convince us he can 
act. Statham plays ex-DEA agent Phil 
Broker, hiding in Louisiana from a gang 
he busted. When his nine-year-old 
daughter punches the school bully in 
the nose, she precipitates a chain of 
clan violence, angering the boy's red¬ 
neck mom (Kate Bosworth, improbably), 
her drug-dealing brother (James Franco, 
ironically), his biker girlfriend (Winona 
Ryder, unabashedly), and her outlaw 
acquaintances, who are thrilled the fed 
who set up their friends has resurfaced. 
I'd pay good money for a spin-off about 
Bosworth and Franco's swamp family, 
with their high cheekbones and violent 
glee. Imagine their Christmas cards. 
Alas, we're stuck in this flick, which 
builds to a deadly climax designed 
to vindicate stand-your-ground laws. 
Statham can deliver the hits—he liter¬ 
ally fights two men with his hands tied 
behind his back—and here he officially 
passes the Schwarzenegger Star Test: 
playing a regular American guy without 
masking his European accent. He needs 
to make us love him, though. (R) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

THE HUNGER GAMES: CATCHING 
FIRE Both Stephenie Meyer's Twilight 


and Suzanne Collins' Hunger Games 
sagas invert Jan and Dean's Surf City 
ideal. Two boys for every girl! That 
ought to double the fun, but really it 
only multiplies the headaches. Jennifer 
Lawrence's earthy enchantress, Katniss 
Everdeen, is just figuring that out in The 
Hunger Games: Catching Fire, directed 
by Francis Lawrence (taking the reins 
from Gary Ross), which picks up exactly 
where the first movie left off. Katniss 
has survived the kid-killing-kid games, 
thanks to her crackerjack archery skills 
and even more impressive disdain for 
authority. Her district co-competitor, 
Peeta (Josh Hutcherson), who is not-so- 
secretly in love with her, has survived, 
too, but Katniss isn't sure how she feels. 
She's been best friends forever with 
another lad. Gale (Liam Hemsworth), 
and as Catching Fire opens, he catches 
her off-guard and plants one hell of a 
confusing kiss on her lips. Katniss may 
not have room in her life for one guy. 
What's she supposed to do with two? 

As it turns out, mere survival takes 
up most of her time. The evil elders of 
Panem—led by Donald Sutherland, 
a naughty big-daddy silver fox if ever 
there was one—recognize that her 
rebellious streak and celebrity status 
threaten their omnipotence. Their solu¬ 
tion: forcing her to her compete in an 
all-star Hunger Games playoff, devising 
even deadlier challenges than the last 
time. Catching Fire suffers from the 
movie equivalent of middle-book syn¬ 
drome: The story is on its way to being 
something, maybe, but doesn't add up 
to much itself. Still, it's entertaining 
as civics lessons go, and it's a more 
polished, assured picture than its pre¬ 
decessor. (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

NEBRASKA When your eyes are old, 
it's hard to read the fine print. Add 
boredom, gullibility, and desperation to 
leave some cash to family when you 
die, and you're ripe for exploitation. In 
Alexander Payne's endearingly gruff 
Nebraska, ex-auto mechanic Woody 
Grant (Bruce Dern, with a wild, white 
puff of hair) plays a sucker senior 
citizen who believes he's won the mil¬ 
lions a sweepstakes letter teases him 
with. But our sympathies are with his 
exasperated sons, David and Ross (Will 
Forte and Bob Odenkirk), who must 
gingerly convince their father that he's a 
fool. Naturally, he thinks they're morons 
for not immediately offering to drive 
him from Billings, Montana, to Lincoln, 
Nebraska, to claim his winning check. 

To keep Woody from walking alone— 
not that wife Kate (June Squibb) would 
mind being a widow—needier David 
reluctantly chauffeurs him while trying 
and failing to steer the old alcoholic 
away from bars. Argues Woody, "Beer 
ain't drinking." Nebraska sounds like a 
saccharine road trip flick, the type that 
ends in a hug. David wishes it were, but 
Woody couldn't care less about family 
bonding. When David asks why he even 
bothered to marry and spawn two sons. 
Woody grunts, "I liked to screw, and 
your mother's a Catholic, so you figure it 
out." Payne even drains the film of color, 
shooting Woody's odyssey in unsenti¬ 
mental black and white—the better to 
show the dirt in the snow and the lines 
in Dern's face. That Payne trusts us, too, 
to find the heart in his chilly film feels 
like a gift as we begin the slog of a holi¬ 
day season where Hollywood slobber- 
ingly begs us to feel. (R) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

OLDBOY Unlike the Park Chan-wook 
picture it's based on. Spike Lee's Oldboy 
is drab and humorless, devoid of the 
stylistic curlicues that can get you 
through even a bad Spike Lee film. Like 
its hero, a clueless lug who's imprisoned 
for 20 years by an invisible captor for 
a transgression he doesn't remember 
committing, it stumbles onto the movie 


landscape, blinking in the glare and 
wondering. Where am I? Where did I 
come from? It's not just a movie about 
brainwashing; it's a brainwashed movie. 
You'd need to have completely forgot¬ 
ten Park's original to get any electrical 
charge off Lee's version. Josh Brolin 
plays Joe Doucett, a bumbling and not 
particularly lovable drunk who awakens 
in a prison cell that resembles a cut- 
rate motel room. He sees no human 
beings other than the ones on his TV 
set, and even that brings bad news: 
Watching a true-crime show, he learns 
that the world believes he has vanished 
after raping and murdering his wife, 
essentially leaving his daughter an 
orphan. The sight of his little girl brings 
tears—transformation alert!—to this 
jamoke's eyes. And then one day he's 
spilled back out into the world with a 
smartphone and a black suit. Whenever 
the phone rings, it's a creepy caller 
dropping mysterious directives in his 
lap. Luckily, Doucett meets Marie 
(Elizabeth Olsen), a humanitarian aid 
worker. She's the sunny-day counterpart 
to his thundercloud mug, eager to help 
him unravel his mysteries, even though 
his sexual charisma is translated only 
through the occasional grunt and the 
fact that he looks like a constipated 
Michael Shannon. There's no poetry 
in his soul. And you can't make Oldboy 
without poetry. (R) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

OUT OFTHE FURNACE If the plot of 
Out of the Furnace were fueling a 
drive-in movie of the '70s, you might 
actually want to see it—it's a basic 
but sturdy idea that could have some 
juice. Russell Baze (Christian Bale), 
a hardened steelworker outside 
of Pittsburgh, goes to prison on a 
drunk-driving charge. By the time 
he's released, he's lost his girlfriend, 
and his brother has burrowed into 
a life of trouble. As always, Russell 
acts responsibly—until he's pushed 
to the limit. Scott Cooper's somber 
drama squeezes precious few drop¬ 
lets of energy out of this. The picture 
is earnest to a fault, coming off like 
an exploration of how "the little 
people" live. You can almost hear the 
gears humming: Out of the Furnace 
is calibrated to move us, which isn't 
the same as drawing us invisibly and 
quietly into its world. The paradox of 
overwritten movies like this one is that 
they often provide good showcases 
for actors. Cooper previously made 


Crazy Heart, casting Jeff Bridges as a 
faded country star—his performance 
was a thing of grizzled beauty. Again, 
Cooper chosen his actors with obvious 
care: Casey Affleck is the wayward 
Rodney. Willem Dafoe shows up as 
a small-town crime kingpin. Woody 
Harrelson is a tattooed goon from the 
remote Ramapo Mountains, in the 
movie's terms a "don't go thar" place 
if ever there was one. Zoe Saldana 
has the thankless role of the sweet 
girlfriend, though she adds layers of 
subtlety. And Sam Shepard shows up 
for 10 or so minutes of screentime, 
which seems to be the norm for him 
these days. (If only we could see 
more of him.) (R) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

PHILOMENA The great sins of the 20th 
century are already too many to list, but 
let us note one more: the abduction of 
infants from mothers deemed unworthy 
or undesirable by governments and reli¬ 
gious institutions. Thousands of children 
were kidnapped from leftist parents 
during Argentina's and Spain's dictator¬ 
ships. Based on actual events, Stephen 
Frears' Philomena adds another country 
to that list, Ireland, where the Catholic 
Church carried out the theft and trade 
of children born to unwed mothers. This 
affecting, impressively intelligent drama 
follows one elderly woman's search for 
her biological son, who was sold with¬ 
out her permission five decades earlier. 
Given that grim premise, Philomena is 
remarkably funny. Steve Coogan plays 
Martin, a Labour party aide to the Blair 
administration who gets sacked for 
describing 9/11 as "a good day to bury 
bad news." He slums it for a while 
as a journalist and eventually meets 
Philomena (Judi Dench), who has kept 
silent about her stolen firstborn, Tony, 
until now. Already reluctant to speak ill 
of the Church, she bristles when Martin 
tries to pigeonhole her into victimhood. 
Philomena agrees to have her story told 
on the condition that Martin help her 
find Tony. With her Edith Bunker haircut 
and granny glasses, Philomena might 
well be in the same sewing circle as the 
"bigoted woman" who asked Gordon 
Brown where all the immigrants were 
suddenly coming from.

Two Christmas plays pay tribute to the other side of holiday spirit

W hether your Christmas celebra¬ 
tion is an affirmation of all that is 
decent about the holiday season 
(joy goodwill to all, Wal-Mart gift cards) or 
all that is overbearingly rotten (be-happy- 
or-else, overconsumption, Wal-Mart gift 
cards), just realize that regardless of what 
it looks like, you’re part of one of the oldest 
stories known to people-kind. It’s a story 
with roots far deeper than Thomas Nast’s 
jolly tub of lard, the birth of the redeemer of 
mankind amid manure, and even the Roman 
feast of Saturnalia, at which, for one day, 
even slaves could wear hats. 

It all has to do with maybe our oldest 
collective story: the days getting longer after 
the Winter Solstice, the return of the sun. 
Why else do so many of the enduring stories 
around this time have to do with miracles 
of light beaming amid the darkness: Hanuk- 
kah’s temple light burning for eight days; the 
Star of Bethlehem; stores opening at mid¬ 
night on Black Friday? 

They are rituals, and in some fashion, 
rituals are all about the retelling of sto¬ 
ries—some older than others, but still 
stories. So it’s not surprising that the oldest 
communal ritual that still exists today—the 
theater—remains a place where stories reign 
supreme. And at least two of the plays on 
local stages this holiday season are remind¬ 
ers that, when it comes to telling stories, 
we don’t need any of the bells and whistles 
we’ve grown accustomed to seeing in our 
contemporary ones. 

It’s a Wonderful Life: A Live Radio Play at 
STAGEStheatre and A Tuna Christmas at 
Stage Door Repertory Theatre couldn’t be 
any more different. The first is the Ameri¬ 
can holiday chestnut of a man in crisis who 
realizes the gift of life; the other is one in a 
series of plays set in Tuna, Texas, the state’s 
third smallest town, a community filled with 
gossipy, small-minded rubes, most of whom 
seem to be missing a full set of matching 
chromosomes. 

Although the material is vastly different 
and the responses engendered by these 


productions vary greatly (let’s just say one 
of them made even these misanthropic, 
curmudgeonly orbs misty-eyed, while the 
other prompted an exit at intermission), 
it’s the stripped-down, no-frills-required 
telling of their respective stories that make 
them so refreshing. 

As the name implies, this adaptation of 
the screenplay of Frank Capra’s 1946 film 
is a radio play. Adapter Joe Landry sets 
everything in a New York radio station, circa 
1950, with a group of performers playing the 
various roles for listeners at home and a live 
studio audience. There is no set to speak of, 
merely a couple of vintage microphones and 
a large applause sign. The special effects are 
supplied by a pianist and a sound-effects 
operator, who uses everything from ham¬ 
mers and whistles to mimic sounds ranging 
from slamming doors to police sirens. 

Obviously more of a staged reading than 
a full-fledged production, the show works 
not only because it’s an homage to old- 
time radio, but also because it is so visually 
sparse. Nothing gets in the way of the telling 
of the story. Sure, it’s sentimental Capra- 
corn, but the story has a heart, and at least 
one spectator—Il-year-old Daisy Kates, the 


granddaughter of the dude who owns the 
Back Alley Bar in Fullerton, where I some¬ 
times sling drinks—said at intermission that 
she greatly preferred this hare-bones pro¬ 
duction to the actual film, which she’d seen 
the week before. 

The only nonverbal accouterment in 
A Tuna Christmas is costumes. A lot of 
them. Makes sense, as two actors (Robert 
R Purcell and Bill Peters) play more than 
20 characters between them, often needing 
to change costumes in less than a minute. 
Quick-change artistry has been around a 
longtime, from Japanese Kabuki theater in 
the I6th Century to Charles Ludlam’s genius 
work in his 1984 work The Mystery of Irma 
Vep. While the paper-thin story and even 
thinner characters of A Tuna Christmas 
don’t rise to that level, it’s still an example 
of where in the marginalization of theater- 
compared to film and television—its greatest 
strength lies: It can do more, way more, with 
far less. 

DuraFlame didn’t manufacture the oil in 
the temple. General Electric didn’t under¬ 
write the Star of Bethlehem. The Yule log 
was not brought to you by Home Depot. 
They were stories that turned into ritual, 
with nothing but the story as evidence. So, 
as 2013 blends and bleeds into 2014, here’s 
a gift request for theaters large and small. 
Think less about glitzy production values, 
video projections and underscoring, and 
think a little more about choosing good sto¬ 
ries, and then do what the best storytellers 
have always done: Get out of the way.

The Best Band You’ve 
Never Heard 

And why there is no Filipino-American music scene in Orange County

A t a benefit for the victims of 
Typhoon Haiyan in Glendale 
last month, 3 Headed Dog 
took part in a multiband musical 
lineup. It seemed like the kind of 
event that would draw a huge crowd; 
after all, thousands had died in a 
natural calamity in the Philippines, 
and the Filipino-American commu¬ 
nity—at 1.4 million strong, the largest 
Asian American population in Cali¬ 
fornia—was finding all kinds of ways 
to raise money to help victims in the 
motherland. 

But inside. Beyond the Stars Pal¬ 
ace was barely half-full. By 9:15 p.m., 
when singer/guitarist Dave Aguirre, 
drummer Wolf Gemora and bassist 
Danny Gonzalez got onstage, the host 
introduced them as “huge rock stars 
in the Philippines,” mentioning the 
members were part of the legendary 
Razorback and Wolfgang. Then he 
mispronounced their name, saying, 
“Let’s welcome 3 Headed Dogs!” 

It didn’t matter. The band threw 
themselves into their set, playing 
eight kickass songs—loud, fast and 
badass—to a half-empty dance floor. 
The few people who were around 
shuffled their feet and clapped as 3 


Headed Dog bashed on the drums, 
riffed their solos and strutted around 
the stage as though they were play¬ 
ing an arena show. All of their songs 
were in Tagalog, which slowly won 
the crowd over. As Aguirre strummed 
the first few notes of their final song, 
he closed his eyes and threw back 
his head. It was a heartfelt cover of 
the 1970s Filipino rock anthem “Ang 
Himig Natin” (“Our Anthem”), and by 
the end, the audience was cheering 
and asking for more. (The stage man¬ 
ager said no.) 

People say that aside from the lan¬ 
guage it’s in (Tagalog, mostly), Fili¬ 
pino music—coming from a culture 
that was under 300 years of Span¬ 
ish rule, then 50 years of American 
rule—has no defining characteristic 
setting it apart from Western music. 
Indian music is defined by micro¬ 
tones; most East Asian tunes are cre¬ 
ated from the pentatonic scale. When 
you hear a song in two-step, there’s 
a good chance it’s either a mariachi 
tune or polka. 

But Filipinos? We love to sing and 
dance, but we’re better at copying 
songs note-for-note than creat¬ 
ing new ones. Our biggest cultural 


exports are cover bands. We use 
Western instruments—pianos, 
guitars, turntables—to create our 
songs, which are based on Western 
melodies and structures. Even when 
popular culture was just beginning 
to take root in the Philippines, big 
names were always corollary to their 
Western counterparts. There was 
Eddie Mesa, the Elvis Presley of 
the Philippines. Claire de la Fuente 
became famous in the 1970s as “the 
Karen Carpenter of the Philippines.” 
Even Arnel Pineda, the new Journey 
lead singer, was discovered because 
he sounded exactly like Steve Perry 
(and even became the Steve Perry of 
the Philippines). 

This is all fun in a karaoke setting, 
but when you’re a Filipino-American 
trying to make it big in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, a distinct sound could set you 
apart from thousands of other bands 
trying to make it big, and sounding 
like, say. Metallic a or Soundgarden 
(bands that Razorback and Wolfgang 
have been compared to) is not exactly 
a good thing. 

Twenty years ago, I was an alt- 
rock kid in the Philippines. As a

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Pop-Punk Princes 

Joyce Manor are writing a new record, 
getting their songs covered by Conor Oberst

I n the past two years, Joyce Manor have 
become the envy of many bands in the 
pop-punk world. From putting out a 
new album on their favorite label, Asian 
Man Records, to touring Japan and Aus¬ 
tralia to jamming with Conor Oberst on a 
song they wrote, they have plenty of proud 
moments to savor. 

Recently, while on the road with Oberst, 
who brought Joyce Manor on tour with 
his side project, Desaparecidos, the Bright 
Eyes front man took the Joyce Manor song 
“Constant Headache” and incorporated it 
into his set. As far as onstage compliments 
from one of your idols, it doesn’t get much 
better than that. 

“We had no idea [Desaparecidos] were 
going to pull that shit out. By the end of 
the tour, we were playing it with them all 
together onstage. It was a fucking weird, 
surreal dream come true,” says Joyce 
Manor bassist Matt Ebert. 

Sitting in the West Hollywood studio 
the Lair, Ebert takes a moment away from 
recording the band’s latest effort to reflect 
on and digest some milestones. 

Since Joyce Manor started out in Tor¬ 
rance in 2008, their best quality has been 
an ability to captivate listeners in the first 
10 seconds of each song. Their debut album 
blew the lid off pop punk, which by 2011 
seemed to be on some sort of revival kick. 
While bands such as the Wonder Years 
played songs similar in style to H20 or New 
Found Glory, Joyce Manor were attempt¬ 
ing to perform more emotive pop-punk 
tunes that were made popular during the 
1990s emo resurgence by such artists as 
early Weezer and Jawbreaker. 

“I would say [the new album] is closer to 
[our first, self-titled album] in the sense that 
the songs are more straightforward and not 
so much experimental,” Ebert says. “I don’t 
want to say our last record was experimen¬ 
tal, but it was definitely a studio project.” 

While recording his own albums with 
Algernon Cadwallader, producer Joe Rein¬ 


hart also put his stamp on albums from 
emo acts including Snowing, Hightide 
Hotel and Hop Along. “He has a studio in 
Philadelphia but came out here to do the 
record,” Ebert says. 

Joyce Manor are working on their 
album at a fairly unusual place, considering 
they’ve been accustomed to small, cheap 
studios within their local punk community. 
This time around, they’re recording in the 
Lair, a studio that has hosted everyone from 
Julian Casablancas of the Strokes to Wee¬ 
zer, Ke$ha, even boy band One Direction. 

On their previous album, there were 
songs the band has never—and will never— 
play live. However, they’ve decided it’s a 
priority that every song they record now 
be playable live. “It’s all just us. We tracked 
the songs live; it’s basically just us playing,” 
Ebert says. For a band that have built a 
reputation as an amazing live band—which 
was tested recently during a two-week 
run in Australia followed by four days in 
Japan—occasionally their frustrations with 
the songs seep through. “We’ve been tour¬ 
ing on the same batch of songs for so long 
now that we’re all ready to put new songs 
in the set list. There are definitely a few 
songs we’re stoked to cut from the set,” 
Ebert says. 

Even the simplest gigs have become 
hectic, even when it’s just a big house party. 
Joyce Manor were playing house shows 
every weekend, and one of their favorite 
venues to play was an Orange County 
house called the Cabin. Now, they have a 
hard time playing any DIY shows, even if 
they are on the opposite side of the coun¬ 
try. “We played a basement in Richmond, 
and it was a blast,” Ebert says, “but you get 
10 seconds into a song, and then somebody 
falls into you, and all your [equipment] gets 
knocked over.”

Scaring Up a 
New Scene 

R ememberthe name Jimmy Hua if you're 
one of those weirdos who follows 
Orange County DIY music; something tells 
us that in some way, shape or form, Hua is 
going to be right at the main nerve of the 
OC music scene within the next 18 months. 

And it will all lead back to 2013, the 
year the 22-year-old Huntington Beach 
native said fuck it all. He quit his cashier 
job at Flame Broiler after figuring out he 
could make as much money—probably a 
lot more—freelance engineering for local 
indie bands at the MAPS studio on the 
industrial west side of HB, where he's holed 
up every night he's not at Detroit Bar find¬ 
ing his way around a soundboard. 

"I had a crossroads type of incident 
where, you know, whether I wanted to 
choose full-time school or music," says 
Hua. "I was undecided after two and a half 
years at [Cal State] Long Beach, and I real¬ 
ized I didn't have a passion for school." 

Hua is best known as the front man/ 
guitarist of Big Monsta, a classic power trio 
that has been around since his high-school 
days with which he has been playing 
steady gigs in Beach City clubs for the past 
year or so. They play stripped-down blues 
rock, taking their cues from bands such 
as the Black Keys and, even more so, the 
White Stripes, with Hua's nasal-growl tenor 
and his raw-yet-refined Gibson SG riffage. 

"I really look up to his work ethic," 

Hua says of the White Stripes' front man. 
"[Jack White] is a purist and a really good 
musician in the studio. One of the things I 
learned this year about the studio is if you 
record crap into the microphone, you're 
going to get crap out." 

This seems like a straightforward theory, 
but any veteran studio rat will tell you it's 


an oft-overlooked aspect of the game—in 
garage rock especially. It's one of those 
great musical paradoxes: To sound loose, 
you have to play tight. And before anything 
else, Hua's a tight guitarist, and his band 
have a gleaming garage-rock spit-shine in 
a live setting. 

Hua says that Big Monsta's chemistry 
came by way of the arts-academy program 
that he, drummer Mike Willson and bassist 
Adrian Sanchez participated in while at 
Huntington High School. "Initially, I thought 
those classes would be like music theory 
or they'd teach us notation, but it was 
more that we'd have showcases," Hua 
remembers. "For example, we'd do a whole 
Beatles album at a time, so we ended up 
learning Abbey Road, Sgt. Pepper and Rub¬ 
ber Soul. They'd give us a bulk of songs 
to learn, and it would be up to us whether 
we'd wanna sound awesome or not, learn¬ 
ing all the parts and whatnot." 

As far as the band's chosen bluesy 
musical aesthetic, when he was first 
playing guitar as a teenager, Hua was 
introduced to Johnny Lee Hooker and 
other greats by his uncle. "Robert Jon and 
the Wreck and Jeramiah Red are doing a 
similar thing," Hua acknowledges. "I hope 
we're pushing the blues to the forefront 
because it would be a nice contrast to the 
surf scene." 

Whether or not blues rock comes 
back and becomes the next big DIY thing 
shouldn't matter to Hua too much, as his 
circle of friends—the roadhouse-y Rand- 
burg, the artfolksters Gardeners Logic 
and the garage-y power-pop outfit Fellow 
Bohemians—look more and more like the 
emerging young guard in OC music if club 
bills are any indicator. 

"We're just trying to create some sort 
of scene," Hua says. "I feel like there isn't 
one, and if there is, it's ass-backwards for 
me to try to work my way into it, so we'll 
just create our own."

15-year-old, I went to gigs almost every 
weekend and mooned over Razorback 
and Wolfgang. At the time, guitarist 
Dave Aguirre—younger than I was—was 
famous for being Razorback’s angel¬ 
faced guitar shredder. Razorback was 
huge—they didn’t just gig at clubs, they 
were on TV variety shows and got regu¬ 
lar radio airplay. Heck, they even opened 
for Rage Against the Machine and Metal- 
lica. Wolfgang (yes, named after drum¬ 
mer Wolf Gemora) was an even bigger 
band; their albums under Sony Records 


United States, they even recorded a set of 
Aguirre’s songs as a duo. 

“By the end of 2003,1 had bought 
myself a ticket and was sleeping on 
Wolf’s couch,” Aguirre says. 

There were previous iterations of 3 
Headed Dog; they weren’t always just a 
trio, and this is the first time Aguirre has 
been the front man. 

“With me singing, the singer’s always 
on time, always at practice and never 
says no to me. It was really about eco¬ 
nomics, efficiency and practicality,” 
Aguirre says, laughing. 

Elson Trinidad, a Filipino-American 
musician, KCET columnist and commu¬ 
nity organizer, says the lack of a Filipino- 



reached double-platinum status in the 
Philippines and were also released in 
Japan and the U.S. 

So the first time I saw Aguirre and 
Gemora play with Gonzalez (who is not 
Filipino, if that matters) at Slidebar Rock- 
N-Roll Kitchen, it was ... disconcerting. 
(It could be the same thing Gin Blossoms 
fans feel when the band play the state 
fair circuit.) Seeing them in an intimate 
venue, just 2 feet away, was a throwback 
to my teenage years, except we were all 
older and in a different country. And all 
their songs were in English. 

“Leaving all that behind and start¬ 
ing from zero was really a challenge,” 
Gemora says. He decided to move to 
the United States in 2002, after Wolf¬ 
gang broke up. “It still is now especially 
here! So you really have to stand out 
and get noticed. 

“In the Philippines, you can just be 
yourself,” he says. “That’s what hap¬ 
pened to us; we were just being our¬ 
selves, and we were just lucky that it hit.” 

That’s true; in the mid- to late ’90s, 
Philippine rock was experiencing a 
boom. Radio stations were playing local 
alternative rock that was spilling over to 
the mainstream. “We were touring and 
playing big arena shows,” he adds. 

Gemora, now 43, works retail. Aguirre, 
now 35, is a caregiver in a health-care 
facility. When Wolfgang was no more, 
Gemora’s parents, who lived in Laguna 
Niguel, wanted him to move to Califor¬ 
nia permanently. “When I decided to 
move, that flipped a switch in his head,” 
Gemora says, referring to Aguirre. The 
two knew each other, as their families 
were friends, and they gigged together in 
their bands; before Gemora moved to the 


American scene boils down to a bunch of 
things. “Going mainstream is problem¬ 
atic because people don’t know how to 
market being Filipino,” he says. 

“Compare Filipino artists to Latino 
artists,” he continues. “Latino artists are 
defined by using at least one of two cul¬ 
tural traits in their music: a) the Span¬ 
ish language; b) music genres created 
within the Latino community—mariachi, 
cumbia, etc.” 

While some Filipino acts sing in 
Tagalog, there aren’t any music genres 
unique to Filipinos that Filipino artists 
are performing, Trinidad says. “Until we 
have those genres, we can’t really have a 
‘scene’ other than a bunch of cliques put¬ 
ting on shows for their friends, featuring 
their friends.” 

In January, 3 Headed Dog are going on 
a Philippine tour. They’re also releasing 
their first full-length, Maynilad, on Coda 
Entertainment (www.codalabel.com), 
run by Gemora and his siblings, early 
next year, giving away a song a week 
until the album is finished. And while 
they want to make it big in the United 
States (“We sent our album to Carson 
Daly’s label years ago.... I still have the 
rejection letter!” Gemora says with a 
laugh), it’s not their biggest priority. 

As for being part of a fully supportive 
Fil-Am music scene? “A Filipino band has 
yet to unite a community behind them here 
in the States,” Gemora says. “That’s the 
thing about Filipinos. We’re so diverse, like 
so many different things, speak different 
languages ... You can’t just market to Fili¬ 
pinos; you have to go outside. And we’ve 
had gigs with all kinds of people in front of 
us, and they just dug it. They didn’t know 
we were Filipino. I mean, we just played.”

R edz is the type of bar that lets the 

regulars hold the remote. The night 
I went, a man with shaggy blond 
hair sporting a forest-green Redz T-shirt 
(not one of the four currently for sale) was 
in control of one of the flat-screens behind 
the bar. His name was Bradley, and he had 
turned the channel from sports to A&E— 
my kinda guy and my kind of bar. 

Cheap beer, cozy but not crowded, a 
noticeable lack of man-tanks and neo- 
Nazis: I don’t think we’re on Main Street 
anymore, Toto. Redz Juke Joint may be 
steps from the sands of Surf City, but it’s 
worlds away from Main Street, Huntington 
Beach. This neighborhood bar offers sanc¬ 
tuary from the lively dives several blocks 
south, flocked to by the college-age crowd, 
morbidly fascinated with rainbow-colored, 
iced cocktails and Corona-ritas. 

The bar is hidden by towering trees in a 
beachfront neighborhood on 17th Street, 
not particularly noticeable to the out-of- 
towner. Inside, you’ll find standard local 
beer-bar decor: ads of both the neon and 
framed variety, surfboards hanging on the 
wall (endorsed by Coors Light and the like, 
of course) as a nod to its surroundings, and 
a cute mural of beach living circa 1960. HB 
residents of years past may recall Redz’s 
reputation as a skinhead, ruffian bar, but the 
bar shook that image a while back; nowa¬ 
days, a mix of AARP-eligible bikers and 
young surfer-types crowd the stools. 

It’s a beer-only bar, but care was taken 
in the selection and serving of the beer: 19 
bottled varieties, 12 on tap. “We sell a ton 
of this,” bartender Gretchen says while 
pouring a Chainbreaker White IPA by 
Deschutes into a thickly frosted mug. The 
first ice-cold sip is just heavenly, made all 
the more delicious by the fact it’s only $4. 
Who needs Main Street? 

‘You don’t serve hard liquor here, do 
you?” a big, bald, bearded dude asked 
Gretchen. She shook her head.

Big Buck Hunter in 
HD. This newfangled version of the dive- 
bar classic caught my eye because it had a 
Duck Dynasty-themed round. The bar even 
had a sign on the game aimed at hotheads 
and sore losers like me: “Temper? Don’t 
slam the rifles. (Delicate electronics, expen¬ 
sive).” It’s like they knew I was coming.... 
Proud to say my top score took over eighth 
place. This was probably my favorite part 
of the bar because what drunk can resist 
spending money on cheap, fleeting thrills? 

Fun fact: Ace of Fat Taxi (whom you may 
remember from my August cover story on 
rebel cabbies and mentioned several times 
in this fine column) named his town car 
after customer and Redz bartender Lacey— 
it’s also one of the few bars where Ace will 
go to grab a beer. If it’s good enough for the 
legendary Ace, it’s good enough for us.
